Exports 
of agricultural products decreased 
ubout $30,000,000, or from $371,2sO,301 
to $542,114,400, while those of manu- 
facture* show an increase of $50,000,- 
000, or from $227,824,045 to $2J7,502,- 
049. The products of the mines and 
forests increased materially, those of 
the forests from $30,775,578 to $30,189,- 
150, and mines from $19,169,887 to $23,- 
040,720. The decrease in agricultural 
product* ia more in the redaction of 
values than in amounts. Exportation* 
of wheat fell off 14,000,000 buahela, but 
the value fell off $33,000,000. The total 
exportation* of wheat were 82,000,000 
buahela, valued at $02,000,000, while in 
the corresponding month in the previ- 
ous year 90,000,000 bushels, valued at 
$93,000,000, were exported.
